RESTORATION ORDER WO, 1222 UNDER FRDERAL POWER ACT 


Pursuant to the determination of the Federal Power 
Comission (DA-$65, Idaho) and in accordance with the 
Departmental regulations of Auguet 16, 1946 (45 CrR 
Seo, 4.276(16), 11 FR. 9080), it is ordered aa follows: 

The lends hereinafter described, which were with- 
drawn for Power Site Reserve Mo. 77 by Executive order. 
of duly 2, 1910, and Power Site Classification Mo. 3566 
by Departmestal order of Auguet 10, 1644, are hereby 
asinine to disposition under the public lend laws, subject 
to the provisions of Section 24 of the Federal Power Act 
of June 10, 1920 (41 Stat. 1063), as amended by the aet 
of August 26, 1936 (49 Stat. 846, 16 U.5.C. 918). 
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This order shallonot otherwise Bedonié "erfédtive to ‘charge 
thenstatus or cnet 90 a.m. on SEP 9 ~ 1947 
SOCOM Ai the lands shall, subject 
to valid existing rights and the provisions of existing with- 
drawals, become subject to application, petition, location, 
or selection as follows: 
(a) Ninety-day period for preference-right filings. 
For a period of 90 days from SEP 1 0 1947 
to DEG 9 ~ 1947 inclusive, the public lands 
affected by this order shall be subject to (1) application 
under the homestead or the desert land laws, or the small 
tract act ‘or June 1, 1958 (G2 Stat. 60S, 45 U.S:C. sec. 
682a), as amended, by qualified veterans of World War II, 
for whose service recognition is granted by the act of 
September 27, 1944 (58 Stat. 747, 43 U.S.C. secs. 279-283), 
subject to the requirements of applicable law, and (2) ap- 
plication under any applicable public~land law, based on 
prior existing valid settlement rights and preference rights 
conferred by existing laws or equitable claims subject to 
allowance and confirmation. Applications by such veterans 
shall be subject to claims of the classes described in 


Subdivision (2). 





(b) Dwenty-day advance period for simultaneous 

preference—right filings. For a period of 20 days from 
AUG 21 1947 to SEP 9 = 1947 

inclusive, such veterans and persons Claiming preference 
rights superior to those of such veterans, may present 
their applications, and all such applications, together 
with those presented at 10:00 a. m. on SEP 1 9 1947 
shall be treated as simultaneously filed. 


(c) Date for non~preference right filings authorized 





by the public-land laws. Commencing at 10:00 a. m. on 

DEC 1 0 1947 any of the lands remaining unap— 
propriated shall become subject to such application, peti- 
tion, location, or selection by the public generally as 
may be authorized by the public-—land laws. 

(d) Twenty~day advance period for simultaneous non- 
preference right filings. Applications by the general 
public may be presented during the 20-day period from 

NOV 20 1947 to DEC 9 - 1947 
inclusive, and all such applications, together with 
those presented at 10:00 a. m. on DEC 1 9 4947 
shall be treated as simultaneously filed. 
Veterans shall accompany their applications with certi- 
fied copies of their certificates of discharge, or other satis— 


factory evidence of their military or naval service. Persons

asserting preference rights, through settlement or otherwise, 


and those having equitable claims, shall accompany their 





applications by duly corroborated affidavits in support thereof, 
setting forth in detail all facts relevant to their claims. 
Applications for these lands, which shall be filed in 
the District Land Office at Blackfoot, Idaho, 
shall be acted upon in accordance with the regulations con-— 
tained in section 295.8 of Title 43 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations (Circular No. 324, May 22, 1914, 43 L.D. 254), and 
Part,.296 of that Title, to the extent that ae regulations 
are applicable. Applications under the homestead laws shall 
be governed by the regulations contained in Parts 166 to 170, 
inclusive, of Title 43 of the Code of Federal Regulations and 
applications under the desert land laws and the small tract 
act of June 1, 1938, shall be governed by the regulations 
contained in Parts 252 and 257, respectively, of that Title. 
Inquiries concerning these lands shall be addressed to 
the Pietrict Land Office at Blackfoot, Idaho.

Tho areas desoribed agzregate 320,72 acres. 

These lands adjoin the Snake River, have a level to 
rolling surface, and a large part thereof could be irrigated 
if a water supply were obtainable.
